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Pacifica  Foundation  is  a  non-profit  educational  corporation  of  California,  exempted 
from  federal  and  state  income  taxes.  The  Foundation's  charter,  issued  in  1946,  de- 
fines its  purpose  as  "to  serve  the  arts,  explore  the  bases  of  a  peace  ful  society, 
heighten  the  cultural  experience  of  the  individual,  and  promote  the  full  distribution 
of  public  information".  Pacifica  Foundation  is  completely  independent.  It  cooperates 
closely  with  hundreds  of  local  and  national  agencies  in  producing  and  distributing 
educational  program  materials,  but  owes  allegiance  to  and  recognizes  control  from 
none.  It  issues  no  securities,  and  its  capital  funds  and  operating  reserves  are  derived 
exclusively  from  voluntary  donations,  primarily  in  the  form  of  listener-subscriptions. 

Control  of  policy  lies  with  the  Foundation's  Executive  Membership,  a  body  of 
about  thirty  educators,  artists,  business  and  professional  men,  and  broadcasters. 
This  membership  is  characterized  by  diversity  of  views,  but  also  by  unanimity  of 
of  concern  with  free  communication.  It  includes  several  members  of  KPFA's  staff, 
but  the  majority  of  its  members  are  purely  and  simply  supporters  of  the  KPFA  idea: 
subscribers  representing  individual  interests,  prepared  and  able  to  speak  for  the 
many    differing  regards  for  what  this  unique  experiment  can  or  should  be. 

The  Executive  Membership  elects  from  its  ranks  a  smaller  body,  the  Committee 
of  Directors,  who  meet  frequently  to  consider  the  immediate  problems  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  station:  the  budget,  the  actual  management  and  representation  of  the 
station's  affairs,  and  the  realization  in  concrete  terms  of  the  broad  policies  deter- 
mined by  the  larger  governing  group.  The  present  members  of  the  Committee  are  as 
follows:

In  the  American  system  of  broadcasting,  commercial  and  competitive,  responsi- 
bility for  the  maintenance  of  educational  non-competitive  radio  has  fallen  almost 
entirely  upon  private  philanthropy  or  upon  the  beleaguered  budgets  of  schools.  The 
KPFA  experiment  was  conceived  as  a  way  out  of  this  impasse.  By  vesting  the  act 
of   broadcasting  in  a  small  group  of  trained  radio  people  who  do  not  represent  any 
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listeners    in   the    immediate   vicinity    of  our   transmitter   who   have   difficulty   receiving    KPFA    may 
hear  all    KPFA's    programs    broadcast    over    KPFB    at   89.3    megacycles.

single  perspective  on  the  materials  broadcast,  but  rather  seek  out  a  wide  variety  of 
outside  sources,  the  station  has  remained  free  from  coercion  by  organized  pressure 
groups  of  any  sort.  The  KPFA  experiment  has  demonstrated  that  the  best  aspects  of 
the  culture,  the  profoundest  works  of  the  mind,  can  be  effectively  presented  on  the  air 
and  can  win  regular  audience  support.  Thus,  the  line  of  communication  between  the 
individual  behind  the  microphone  and  the  individual  in  front  of  his  radio  is  a  two-way 
participation  in  maintaining  this  vital  project.
